EVELAND, O., Sept. 1.—The Western Re- 
serve left Cleveland last Sunday Blane oad for 
Two Harbors, Mich., for iron ore. On board, 
in addition to the crew, were the principal 
owner, P. G. Minch, a wealthy vessel man of 
this city, his wife, his son Charlie, aged 10 
years, his daughter, aged 6 years, his sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Engleber of Vermillion, O.. and 
the latter's daughter Bertha, 9 years old. 
They were out for recreation. 

The Western Reserve was built by the Cleve-

20, 1890, She was owned by t , | 
esate and otbar — y the B. G. Minch 
a ‘ in Lloyd’s Inland ister.

His father, Philip Minch, was one 
of the most extensive owners of vessel 
property in his time. Capt. Minch sailed from 
his boyhood until about five years ago, when 
Le came ashore to manage his large vessel 
interests.

TO COMBAT CHOLERA. 


CHICAGO ESTABLISHES RIGID 


QUARANTINE REGULATIONS, 
— * 


City Officials and Physicians Confer and 
Prepare Plans Which Will Ward Off or 
Mitigate the Plague—Immigrants to Be 
Fumigated—The City to Be Cleaned and 
a Sanitary Commission Will Take Charge 
of the Undertaking—Money Forthcom- 
ing to Prosecute the Wark. 

Chicago, through its city officials and by the 
advice of medical experts, has decided that 
cholera, ‘f it comes, shall not find the city un- 
prepared to wage a combat against the plague. 
In the belief that “a stitch in time saves 
nine” and that “an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of eure,“ it was yesterday re- 
solved to establish rigid quarantine regula- 


tions against immigrants having this city as 


their objective point. The quarantine station 
will in all probability be established between 
Hegewisch and the city limits, Gov. Fifer 
will be called ‘on for tents to equip the station. 
Immigrants en route for the West will not be 
allowed to leave their cars in passing through 
the city. 

This extreme measure has the authoritative 
sanction not only of the Finance committee and 
of the Department of Health, but as well the 
earnest commendation of representative phy- 
sicians in active practice in this city. Money 
in abundance has been provided and a sani- 
tary commission has been constituted to have 
charge of the undertaking. 


City to Bé Thoroughly Cleaned. 


Active measures will also be taken at once 
to improve the sanitary condition of the city. 


Each policeman has been ordered to report | 


every unclean and disease-breeding spot on 
his beat, and violators of health regulations 
will be severely dealt with if they fail to mend 
their ways and abate the nuisances for which 
they are responsible, Thirty tnousand dollars 
will be appropriated to start the “cleaning 
up, and the assurance is given that more 
money will be forthcoming if neceésary.

HARRISON’S CHOLERA PROCLAMA- 
TION CAUSES GLOOM. 


The Street Railways Are the Hardest Suf- 
ferers, Because of the Possibility that 
the Fair May Be Postponed—Small 
Holders the Most Nervous—Board of 
Trade Prices Also Turhble—Hard Fight 
Made by Cudahy and Wright in the Short 
Rib Deal. 


The stock markets had a severe attack of 
the cholera yesterday. No sort of inspection 
that any one has as yet devised is equal to 
quarantining them from the effect of fright- 
ened traders’ imaginations. 

It was evident at the opening of the Chi- 
cago Stock Exchange that there was to be an 
extremely nervous market. Brokers crowded 
around the blackboard on which the New 
York quotations are posted and watched the 
declining quotations marked down there with 
long faces. When the call reached the specu- 
lative stocks, such as the street railways, the 
tumble in prices began. West Side Street 
railway stock declined from the closing price 
Wednesday nearly 12 points, and North 
Side Street railroad stock fell off 13 points. 

For a few moments there was almost the 
appearance of a panic. Prices went down 
one and two points at a jump and trades were 
made only at even figures, fractions being 
quite disregarded. West Chicago Street rail- 
road stock had closed Wednesday at 196. It 
opened 5 points below that and then slid off 
64¢ points more in as many minutes, There 
it struck bottom and rallied, growing still 
stronger in the afternoon. There was little 
activity in the market for North Side stock, 
but the break waseven more sudden than that 
of West Side. North Side closed Wednesday 
at 253. The first sale yesterday was just 12 
points below, and that wasswiftly followed by 
another point break. It rallied sharply after 
that, however, and closed 5 points above the 
lowest record. : 

Street Railway Stocks Affected. 

The street railway stocks were especially 
sensitive to cholera rumors. Their holders 
made a dire picture of the effect that a chol- 
era invasion would have on the prospects of 
these properties. The present high prices are 
based largely on the expectation of big earn- 
ings World's Fair year, and any hint of a post- 


ponement of the Fair sent cold shivers down 


the backs of street railway investors. The

It was a heavy load for the yawl boat. The 
wind had steadily increased and the waves 
were tremendous. When within a mile from 
shore it, too, capsized, and all were thrown 
into the water.

He insisted that every article of 
food and drink be thoroughly cooked. Drink- 


| ing water, he said, was the prime medium of 


distribution for all micro-organisms, and the 
drinking water ought in all instances to be 
boilea for twenty or thirty minutes before be- 
ing used, He warned the committee of the 
danger of an.outbreak of cholera next spring, 
if it were not effectually stamped out and 
eradicated this fail. Ald. Kerr was anxious 
lest the impression go abroad that the physi- 
cians regarded this as inevitable, and it was 
plainly stated that a reappearance of the 
plague next spring was not at all probable if 
proper measures were resorted to this year. 

Dr. Ware then made a statement of the 
needs of his department and outlined ‘the 
plans upon which he was working. ‘Supt, 
McClaughry also presented in brief the part 
to be taken by the Police Department as aux- 
iliary to the Department of Health. Dr. 
Swan of Grand Crossing suggested that the 
stagnant water in the regions lately inundated 
be drained off. Dr. Martin M. Ritter of the 
Columbian Charity Dispensary offered to as- 
sist in the sanitary work, and other physicians 
made brief remarks. 

Money Should Be Freely Spent. 


Ex-Ald, Cullerton was then called upon. He 
asserted that money ought to be spent freely 


and without hesitation to avert the impending 


calamity, even if it required rigid curtailment 
in the appropriations next spring. He urged 
the sanitahon of tenement-house districts 
and manufactories, and spoke forcibly for im- 
mediate activity in the premises. 

Dr. W. Lewis Tallman in his remarks said: 
„ Expediency is the one thing necessary. 
Germany with ail her science admits that she 
cannot cope with cholera. You don’t want to 
wait until the disease gets here, Then it will 
Be too late to battle with it, My suggestion 
is that a pest-house or tent-barracks be placed 
outside of the city in the barren region east 
of Hegewisch preferably, and fhat no immi- 
grants be allowed to come into the city until 
they have been fumigated and detained long 
enough to show whether they are infected 
with cholera or not, Tents are preferable to 
anything else for this purpose at this time of 
the year.“ 

Dr. Blake, Dr. S. Clug, Dr. Homer, O. 
Bates, Dr. Webster, Dr. C. Rutherford, Dr. 
Helen R. Kellogg, and others followea with 
remarks. 

Creating a Sanitary Commissien, 

Ald. Kerr then offered the following resolu- 
tion: 

Under the direction of a Sanitary Commission 
composed of the Mayor, the General Superin- 
tendent of Police, the Commissioner of Public 
Works, the Commissioner of Health, and the Chair- 
man of the Finance committee, the Commissioner 
of Health is hereby, authorized to make such ex- 
penditures not exceeding $30,000 as may be nec- 
essary to put the city in the best sanitary condi- 
tion at the earliest moment practicable. 

Ald. Kent moved to amend’ by the addition 
of the clause “‘and that a quarantine be es- 
tablished, and that said commission be and is 
authorized and directed to secure such num- 
ber of tents as will enable it to properly care 
for any persons so quarantined. Theresolu- 
tion as amended unanimously prevailed and 
the meeting adjourned. 

It is proposed to ask the Governor for the 
tents required and to go ahead immediately 
to establish the quarantine stawon. Details 
will be given out today. 

Mayor Washburne called a meeting of his 
Cabinet yesterday morning to take action 
looking toward the safety of the city in view 
of the threatening danger. The Mayor, Con- 
troller May, Supt. McClaughry, Commission- 
er Ware, Deputy Commissioner Kuhns, Chief 
Medical Inspector Garrott, Supt.

Fumigating Mail Matter. 


Evidently the postoffice authorities at New 
York have detained the Eyropean mails for 
fear they might contain cholera germs. ' The 
mail from Hamburg and other German cities 
has not been received for some days. Mails 
from those points will not be destroyed, 
however, as after being thoroughly fumigated 
they will be forwarded to their destination. 
Postmater Sexton says there is no danger 
that cholera will find entrance to. Chicago 
through the mails. 4 

For ten days, he said yesterday, our 
foreign mails have been thoroughly fumigated 
by a process approved both by medical ex- 
perts and the postoffice authorities. The 
chemicals used are very strong, and even 
when the mails are opened here after being 
carried half way across the continent their 
presence is decidedly noticeable. No disease 
germs can possibly live through the process 
of fumigation used by the postoffice depart- 
ment. In case cholera should become epi- 
demic in a town with which Chicago has large 
communication by mail it would be an easy 
matter for us to fumigate the mail from that 
place without great loss of time.“ 

Watching the Canadian Border. 

Collector John M. Clark yesterday took 
steps to prevent the possible introduction of 
cholerae from Canada in Canadian vessels sail- 
ing to this port. All the customs officers 
whose duty it is to board and examine foreign 
vessels were given strict instructions to in- 
spect every Canadian vessel arriving in port 
and to report at once any case of sickness pre- 
vailing on board. 

There is probably no danger from this 
source,“ said the Collector, but too much 
caution in matters of this kind cannot be 
manifested.”’ 

To follow up the vigorous policy which has 
been adopted by the government officials fur- 
ther steps were taken last night and Secretary 
Foster concluded that ex-Surgeon-General 
John B. Hamilton’s experience would be val- 
uable, and Surgeon-General Wyman tele- 
graphed Dr. Hamilton, directing him to re- 
port in Washington atonce. He will consult 


Secretary Foster and the Treasury officials, 


and then may be detailed temporarily for 
duty at New York. The probability, how- 
ever, is that Dr. Hamilton will be given entire 
charge of the quarantine of the Canadian bor- 
der, which is recognized as a dangerous 
source, more insidious than the ports of the 
United States, and Dr. Hamilton was very 
successful in 1885 in warding off the small-pox 
epidemic which prevailed in Canada. 

The Harrison strect police have started in 
at once to obey Supt. McClaughry’s orders 
regarding sanitary measures preventative to a 
spread of cholera. Five Italians were ar- 
rested last night locked up for a violation 
of the ordinance forbidding the taking of de- 
cayed fruit from garbage boxes. 

The Health Department made an attack on 
South Water street during the afternoon. Ten 
teams, a gaug of laborers, and a squad of 
police invaded the alley south of the street. 
The alley itself was in fair condition, but 
in the céllars and the rear portions of the busi- 
ness houses was found an immense quantity 
of refuse and rubbish of every description. 
The stuff was dragged out by the ton and 
loaded into two wagons, and the store- rooms, 
basements, and cellars from which it was 
taken were well sprinkled with lime. 

According to Sanitary Inspectér Hayt the 
pest-house will accommodate a number of pa- 
tients in case the epidemnic reaches Chicago.

Board of Trade Markets Affected, 

Cholera news has been more or less of a 
factor in the local grain markets for several 
days and the scare has been used by the bears 
in all the pits. New York as a center of bear 
operations, being heavily short in the Chi- 
cago market, has been saymg a good deal 
about the progress of the scourge and has not 
been at all chary about the use of violent 
colors in painting the picture. Small holders 
of grain and provisions have been frightened 
out of all confidence in the future of the mar 
kets and in fancy have seen the millions of 
consumers stacked up along the highways of 
the country—early victims of the Asiatic 
plague. 

Until yesterday the dispatches trom New 

York were confined to predictions of the hor- 
rors to come and general stagnation of busi- 
ness when the plague should arrive, None of 
the cases had passed quarantine until yester- 
day when the early messages from the bears 
stated that there were three cases in New 
York City. The report swelled the number of 
sellers, and as the foreign markets were weak 
and the movement of grain from primary 
points large, great quantities of long 
wheat, corn, and provisions were thrown upon 
the market, a quick break in prices following 
ds a matter of course. September wheat, 
which closed Wednesday at 74. cents, opened 
at 73% cents, sold down to 73 cents, rallied 
under buying by the shorts.“ who wanted 
their profits, and closed at 74 cents. Decem- 
ber opened’ at 76% cents, sold downto 76 
cents, reacted, and closed at77 cents after 
having sold at 77 cents. The reaction m 
wheat as with everything else on the floor was 
due to the news from Washington to the effect 
that the President had ordered a twenty-day 
quarantine of all vessels arriving from in- 
fected ports. In addition to this news there 
was a prediction of colder weather, and the 
belief that a few sharp frosts as a herald of 
approaching cold weather would do much to 
reassure the public and increase speculation 
induced buym by investors. 

The story of the break and rally in other 
pits was much like the one about wheat, 
There was the wild desire to sell at the open- 
ing on the outside news followed by a reaction 
when the action at Washington became known. 
September corn sold off from Wednesday’s 
closing, 49½ cents, to47% cents, but gain 
nearly a cent before the close. . 

Wright and Cudahy’s Fight. 

In provisions the situation differed some- 
what from that in grain. While the general 
course of prices was the same there is a 
rather peculiar condition of affairs that added 
interest to the sliding around of prices. 

There is a very heavy long interest in lard 
and ribs represented by Wright and Cudahy. 
Their line was taken on at low prices, and 
they have been targets at which other influ- 
ential operators on the other side of the mar- 
ket have been shooting for some time. Fora 
month or more they acted independently of 
each other, both confident that prices were to 
go much higher and that their profits were to 
be enormous. Nothing interfered with their 
program except occasional raids until the chol- 
era scare started thesmall sellers. The volume 
of selling increased, prices declined, and it 
was seen that a hard fight was ahead of them. 
The natural weakness of the market was in- 
creased by the efforts of the bears, and a 
day or two ago the two fighters pooled their 
issues, made an arrangement with the power- 
ful Hatelys by which all of the product was 
to be taken care of, and since then one of the 
principals and several brokers have been in 
the pit taking all the ribs offered for Septem- 
ber and October, About 5,000,000 pounds of 
short ribs delivered on September contracts 
yesterday found their way to Cudahy, and 
were taken in and stored away, while Wright 
kept on buying. The result of this sort of 
support was that after an early dip, in sympa- 
thy with the grain markets, there was enough 
of a rally to close the rib market at or above 
the figures ruling at the closing Wednesday.

It is a question if such an organization 
could more completely control the labor mar- 
ket than the trade unions do now, and if em- 
ployers would be willing to deal with it. Some- 
body told a story awhile ago about a man who 
was visited by a delegation, informing him 
that certain persons had heard he was about 
to build a factory. Hence they had organized 
a labor union, agreed upon their foreman, 
fixed the rate of wages and the number of 
hours, and were in all other respects prepared 
to begin work as soon as he was ready for 
them. They were answered to the effect that 
the gentleman had thought of building and 
operating such a factory, but now decided not 
to do so. He preferred to leave his money to 
a lunatic asylum. Probably that story had 
no foundation in fact, but fiction hath some- 


times a basis of philosophy that commends it 


to attention, and it is just possible an associa- 
tion of would-be workers might find them- 
selves running against some such snag if they 
tried to dictate too much, And this might 
seriously interfere with the success of the 
„ne class of corporations which it is pro- 
posed to organize in the interest of labor.” 


CHOLERA CONDITIONS IN HAMBURG, 

Hamburg, the place from which came to 
our shores the steamer Moravia with a chol- 
era infected human cargo, is the principal 
port of Germany. In the extent of its com- 
merce it ranks among, European ports imme- 
diately after London, Liverpool, and Glas- 
gow, and is one of the most important outlets 
for emigration from the continent. The total 
vessel arrivals and departures in 1890 were 
16,361 and the outgoing ships carried away in 
that year 99,350 emigrants, most of whom 


,eame to the United States. The city is situat- 


ed about ninety-three miles above the mouth 
of the River Elbe, at its junction with the 
Alster and the Bille, and is in nearly the same 
latitude as Liverpool and Manchester. 

The State of Hamburg comprises an 
area of 158 square miles, which at the close of 
1890 had a population of 622,530. The small 
and densely-inhabited city, with its suburbs, 
then coutained 323,923 persons, but this 
enumeration does not include the contiguous 
towns of Altona and Ottensen, the three hav- 
ing a frontage of about four miles on the 
river. The Alster has been dammed up to 
form a lake, and while the newer residence 
districts are on high land the old portion of the 
town lies so low that it is traversed by a num- 
ber of fleets or flats, which are submerged 
by periodical inundations. The high tides 
that occur at the time of the equinoxes, in the 
spring and autumn, often flood these flats for 
several days in succession. This district con- 
tains a series of canals, which are bordered by 
warehouses, cellars, and the lower class of 
dwelling-houses.' On the approach of high 
tide the inhabitants are warned by the firing 
of a gun, the number of shots being in pro- 
portion to the estimated danger. They flee 
to a higher level, returning a few days later 
like rats to their oozy and dripping abodes.”’ 
Many of the people in that section regularly 
follow the occupation of scavengers in the 
mud and ooze after the waters have retired, 
and all of them are on the ragged edge of 
poverty. With, them copious libations of 
potato spirits are the favorite offset to food of 
insufficient quantity and often bad quality, 
and about the only remedy resorted to for re- 
lief from the chills and fever incident to the 
situation, 

These facts tell a large part of the cholera 
story. The disease was carried to Hamburg 
by Jewish emigrants from Russia, their ex- 


_treme destitution and uncleanliness being 


highly favorable to its development. Un- 
doubtedly they grouped the uselves in the 
most unhealthy portion of the city while wait: 
ing to be taken across the ocean an@ the plague 
microbes found there conditions in which they 
could increase and multiply at a frightful 
rate. It needs not to attempt to describe the 
filth inevitable to such surroundings of people 
unable to be clean if they wished it and ut- 
terly ignorant of sanitary essentials. Almost 
literally burrow:ng in the mud, which is ren- 
dered still more foul by their excreta, they 
fell ready victims to the disease when once it 
had gained a footing in their midst. 

In this hotbed of poison the cholera ran 
riot, with no intimation of the fact to the out- 
side world till it could be concealed no longer. 
The merchants and vessel-bwners did not want 
it to be known lest it should interfere with 
their business, and, in deference to their 
wishes, the authorities inust have kept a crim- 
inal silence on the subject in regard to what 
was passing around them and under their 
eyes.. instead of ordering a vacation of those 
flats and undertaking other vigorous measures, 
they have done nothing, so far as reported, 
and thus have permitted the people of the 
United States to be menaced with all the hor- 
rors of pestilence generated among the slime 
and corruption that -fester in the low-lying 
portion of the City of Hamburg. And all 
through the month of August the weather was 
hot and damp. 

It is fortunate for the people of this coun- 
try that the modern methods of news gather- 
ing have put them in possession of the facts 
sought to be concealed by the Hamburg au 
thorities so that precautions could be taken in 
time to prevent the cholera stricken ones 
from landing among us. Our sanitary officials 
on the seaboard have been on the alert, and 
there is reason to hope that their vigilance 
will be the means of keeping’ the pestilence 
aloof till the time of greatest danger is past. 
How. great is the mischief we have thus nar- 
rowly escaped may be inferred from the re- 
ports that about 500 deaths from cholera oc- 
curred in Hamburg during the five days be- 
ginniug with Aug. 23 and 639 in the last two 
days of August. The latter is at the rate of one 
death for every three inhabitants if the mortal- 
ity were continued through the year. Yet in 
face of this fact some people have the hardi- 
hood to assert that the alarm is a groundless 
one, having no foundation except in the fears 
of à few cowards. Evidently such folks do 
not know what they are taiking about or are 
lying from 8 sordid motives. 


THE VENEZUELAN MUDDLE. 

The most distracted country on the face of 
the globe just at present is Venezuéla. The 
revolu‘ion against the government there broke 
out March 18 last. From that time to this 
there has been almost constant fighting, with 
now this side and now that on top. For five 
months alternate reports of rebel and gov- 
ernment victories have been made. One day 
the government troops have been routed; the 
next day the rebels under Gen: Crespo are in 
full retreat. The governmeut farces have 
been routed “six times and Crespo’s forces 
eight times, and yet both armies appear to be 
in the field. President Palacio is a fugitive 
and now enjoying himself in Paris. ‘Mean- 
while in five months there have been three 
dictators, Urdaneta being the last, and yet 
Gen. Crespo keeps on winning victories, uo 
matter who is in power, and for some mys- 
terious reason keeps away from the capital, 
where alone the crowning blow can be struck. 
And thus the drama goes on apparently with 
no déndéuement in sight. Dictators come 
and dictators go. Governments rise and fall. 
Victories are won by both sides, and yet there 
are no results from them. 

Not content with fighting each other the 
Venezuelans have now picked a quarrel with

spite of the remonstrances of Capt. Wood. 
rick and the protests of the American Consul | 
against this indignity to our laws and flag. 
The outrage has been brought to the attention 
of the administration and the Concord and 
Kearsarge are now on the way there to look 
after American interests and educate the 
Venezuelans in the Monroe doctrine. The 
outrage was committed by a body of armed 
men under the command of Dictator Ur- 
daneta himself, but who will be in power 
when the Concord arrives no one can say. 
Whoever he may be he will be called sharply 
to account, and should be, for it is about time 
to cure South American republics of their 
heedless and defiant ways where the American 
flag is concerned. 

The last trouble to overtake ves is 
the cholera, which has been brought there 
from some European port and easily gained 
admission, as the people are too busily en- 
gaged killing each other off to pay any atten- 
tion to sanitary. matters. It is possible, 
however, that the cholera may prove to be at 
least a temporary blessing, as it may serve to 
create a diversion between the contending 
armies. If it should break out in the re- 
spective camps neither side will have much 
stomach for fighting. What with revolutions 
and counter-revolutions, coming and going 
dictators, fighting and plundering, trouble 
with this country, and the outbreak of 
cholera, little Venezuela seems to have its 
hands more than full. 


WAS IT NOT GEORGE THE THIRD? 

The junior Democratic organ has made an- 
other of those discoveries which have given it 
such high rank among the deep thinkers of 
the age. It is that if the Asiatic cholera 
does gain lodgment in the United States it 
will be because the Republican party brought 
it here. The reasoning is short and simple. 
The Republican party is responsible for the 
protective policy. Foreigners in every land 
have heard of the benefits which have been 
conferred on American labor by that policy, 
and are flocking here to get the high wages of 
protection. Among those foreigners are Rus- 
sien Jews who are steering straight for New 
York with cholera. germs in their clothes. 
Were there no Republican party there would 
be no protection; no protection no immigra- 
tion; no immigration no cholera germs. 

The theory would be more plausible, how- 
ever, if it accounted for the appearance of 
the awful cholera in this country during the 
Democratic administration of Jackson, and 
again under Polk, and again under Pierce. 
The tariffs of those days were what Demo- 
crats call free trade, and were passed by 
Democrats and administered by Democrats. 

Would it not be better for the junior Demo- 
cratic organ to carry back its causes and ef- 
fects a little farther? If George the Third 
had not abused the American colonists along 
about 1770-’75 they would not have rebelled 
against the British Government. If they had 


not been successful in their revolt they would 


have remained in possession of England. In 
that case they might have adopted the free 
trade notions of the mother country when it 
abandoned protection nearly: half a century 
ago. Then European immigration would have 
been limited, for this country would have de- 
veloped slowly, as Canada does, and there 
would have been nothing to induce the Rus- 
sian Jews or Hamburg Germans to come 
here any more than there is to cause them to 
goto Argentina. Looking at it philosophically 
it does seem as if George the Third was the 
scoundrel who may introduce cholera into the 
United States in September, 1892. The junior 
Democratic organ ought to call a mass-meet- 
ing to denounce him. It would be as logical 
in so doing as in most of its propositions.

Mr. Watterson says that duties on compet- 
itive goods must be done away with because 
while they produce revenue which is expend- 
ed for public purposes they also incidentally 
give protection to certain manufacturing in- 
dustries, and thereby increase prices on con- 
sumers. If that is so he uust look with even 
greater disfavor on the present practice of 
paying bounties to the producers of Louisiana 
cane sugar. Forthat is a direct gift out of 
the Treasury, and not incidental protection. 
In that case a portion of the taxes collected 
from the people is not used for a public pur- 
pose, but is handed over to the owners of 
sugar plantations in order that they may raise 
sugar cane at a good profit. But they might 
use their land for the cultivation of cotton, 
rice, or corn, in which case they would need 
no contributions from the pockets of taxpay- 
ers collected by means of the taxing power of 
the government. 

Yet while it is a difficult task for any one to 
make outa good case for sugar bounty, or 
show that the money is expended for a public 
purpose, Mr. Watterson has little to say about 
it, and the Democrats generally ignore it. If 
protective duties are wicked, as the Demo- 
crats claim, sugar bounty legislation is the 
quintessence of wickedness; but a House of 
Representatives with a Denrocratic majority 
of 147, with William M. Springer, Chairman 
of the Committee of Ways and Means, refused 
to pass and send to the Senate a bill (which 
that body might have passed) for the repeal of 
the sugar bounty; and, stranger still, Mr. 
Watterson has not scolded or denounced it for 
not doing so, 

Why not? Because it might have been po- 
litically dangerous to Democratic officeseek- 
ers. Because it might have enraged the 
Louisiana planters, who are the recipients : of 
the bounty, and cost the Democrats the State 
at this fall’s election. There is no other visi- 
ble reason. Will Mr. Watterson rise and: ex- 
plain why the Democrats put no repeal of the 
unconstitutional, robber sugar bounty in 
their legislation at the last session? 


THE “ FREE TRADE” OF A CENTURY AGO.. 

Mr. Henry Watterson still insists that when 
the Fathers of the Republic“ spoke or wrote 
in favor of “free trade they attached the 
same meaning to those two words that is 
given them now, and that the aforesaid Revo- 
lutionary patriots wanted foreign products to 
be admitted into American ports free of duty. 
If Mr. Watterson will stuay American history 
he will find that one of the chief causes of the 
adoption of the Constitution was the wish to 
give to the General Government the power to 
lay duties on goods and wares of Europe and 
also to regulate commerce, the latter being 
one of the powers under which, according to 
Judge Story, protection can be given to 
American industries.

John Sherman stated the case talrly and tem- 
perately when he declared that no revenue tariff 
could be devised collecting two hundred millions 
in coin from customs which would not afford ade- 
quate protection to American business interésts. 
The fgct is, that the expenses of our government 


are so great that a tariff levying the sum neces- 
sary to meet them must of necessity be pro- 


tective. 

It would have been a good deal more honest 
if the Herald had stated that what John Sher- 
man said was away back in 1867, at the close 
of the war, and not 1892. It was true when it 
was said. It would have been impossible for 
the government in 1867 to raise $140,000,000 in 
gold by custom-house duties, as it was doing. 
except by putting high duties on everything— 
tea, coffee, sugar, molasses, hides, spices, and 
every conceivable article of absolute necessity 
included, In 1867 the country did not con- 
sume enough non-competitive commodities to 
make it possible to raise $140,000,000 from 
them. But it does now—aditterence which 
the Boston Herald dishonestly conceals from 
its readers. As [Tue TMmRHUxR has shown re- 
peatedly, the revenue derived from compet- 
itive goods now dutiable can be obtained with 
ease from non-conipetitive products not now 
dutiable, they being chiefly tea, coffee, sugar, 
molasses, and spices, The New York Evening 
Post (Dem.) indorses Tun Tun s demon- 
stration in this matter. 

The Herald goes on: 

The only difference between parties, therefore, 
is the difference between moderate protection and 
extreme protection. (7) A revenue tariff implies 

moderate protection; (7) a tariff such as the Re- 
publican party would impose upon the country im- 
plies extreme protection. (7) Here we have the 
case in.asentence. All the confusing arguments 
of interested partisans will not alter the fact an 
iota. 

The difference between the two great par- 
ties is to be ascertained from the platforms of 
those parties, and not from the old speeches 
of John Sherman in 1867 or the columns of 
the Boston Herald, which ig most anxious to 
say nothing which may drive away voters 
and hurt the. officeseekers of its faith.

to take measures for preventing it, and it 
would be the height of folly for the American 
people to shut their eyes to the fact that the 
fatal plague called cholera may be brought to 
our ports from the fever-stricken centers of 
the Old World unless we take measures to 
shut it out or prepare to defend against it. A 


any means necessarily involve fear. In fact, 
it is the very best safeguard against unwhole- 
some tear, since to be forewarned is to be 
-forearmed in a sanitary way as well as in hu- 
man warfare, And in regard to sanitary pre- 
cautions here, it would be criminal not to rec- 
ognize the wisdom of taking them to the full- 
est possible extent, both municipally and in- 
dividually. There is no excuse for failing to 
heed the warning that has come to us across 
the broad Atlantic on the Moravia emphasiz- 
ing that previously sent by cable. The city 
should be cleaned up thoroughly, thus remov- 
ing danger as far from us as possible. 


Tun markets of the world are feeling the 
effects of the cholera excitement, prices drop- 
ping under anxiety on the part of panic- 
stricken holders to realize. This has been 
especially the case in produce in Chicago, and 
perhaps more so in provisions than in grain. 
It is difficult to see a good réason for this. 
The people want food just the same as before, 
and, even though the mortality in a few places 


be frightful in magnitude, the number of the. 


dying isan infinitesimal percentage of those 
who must eat bread and meat in order to keep 
on living. It may be that the hampering of 
commerce by quarantine restrictions will for 
a while interfere with the otherwise steady 
flow of.food from some countries to others, 
but the effect of this should rather be felt in 
the markets of cholera-smitten countries and 
not those of the United States, which is so 
far free from cholera and bas a reasonable 
hope of remaining so. It is not proven, and 
it may be said to be not probable, that we 
shall export a single’ pound of food less as a 
consequence of the cholera visitation in the 
Old World, though some buyers may hold off 
a while because of the trouble and derange- 
ment in business circles which are extensively 
feared there. It may be worth while to think 
of the matter in this light and to suppose it 
likely that the bearish attacks of a few specu- 
lators will not yield them a profit if they stay 
long on the short side of the markets for 
produce, 


Tun recent partial destruction of the Metro- 
politan Opera-House in New York by fire has 
raised considerable doubt among the stock- 

lders what shall be done with it. Some are 
in favor of rebuilding it asan opera-house, 
some as a hotel, while others favor its being 
taken as part of the terminus of the railway 
over the Hudson River. The newspapers of 
that city are urging the stockholders to re- 
construct it as an opera-house, and the Tren- 
ing Post says: “ New York without an opera- 
house would be inferior to many Western cities, 
and especially to Chicago, whose Auditorium 
18, on the whole, a finer and more commodious 
structure than the Metropolitan Opera-House 
‘was at its best. It adds that there ought to 
be no question about this, even if the exi- 
gency requires the opening of subscriptions as 
small as ten dollars each.“ The proper thing 
to do is for the stockholders, if they want the 
luxury of opera, to put up their money and 
build the house. If they wait for popular 
subscriptions in that city it never will be built.

De Witt Clin- 
ton, the father of the Erie Canal project, 
visited Illinois in 1826 with the idea 
of  looki over the availability of 
the divide fora canal, but it was not until 
1885, when the a of Chicago came to a 
realization of the fact that more adequate 
means must be found for getting rid of the 
sewage, that definite steps were taken. 

The Citizens’ committee took hold of the 
matter and appointed a committee com posed 
of 0. Guthrie, Dr. F. W. Reilly, and 
L. E. Cooley. This committee made a 
report Aug. 27, 1885, recommending a channel 
of the capacity of the present one, and a di- 
version of the flood waters of the Desplaines 
River. This report started the agitation which 
resulted in the City Council taking hold of the 
matter, and the creation of the Drainage and 
Water Supply Commission. This commission 
was composed of Rudolph Hering of Philadel- 
phia, Benezette Williams, and Samuel G. 
Art.ngstall, It expended $65,000 in investiga- 
tions, and was disbanded by Mayor Roche 
in 1887. In January of that year it made a 
preliminary repoft, recommending the same 
project as the Citizens’ committee. 

Had a War of Words. 

Oct. 11, 1887, a waterway convention was 
held at Peoria, at which those opposed to.a 
waterway and those in favor of a ship canal 

a wordy war. This was followed 
by a similar convention at 
Tenn., Oct. ‘ The next step 
the history of the agitation was the knocking 
out of the Hurd bill by the valley people in 
the Thirty-fifth General Assembly. It con- 
tained many of the provisions of the present 
law, but was more elaborate. The same 
Legislature, however, organized what was 
known as the Roche Commission. It was 
composed of John A. Roche, B. A. Eckhart, 
Thomas H. Riley of Joliet, and A. J. Bell 
of Peoria. This commission employed 
John A. Wilson as legal adviser and L. E. 
Cooley as engineer! It also drew a bill which 
was introduced in the Legislature Feb. 1, 
1889, and a committee was appointed com- 
posed of representatives of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation, the Union League club, the Board 
of Trade, the Chicago club, the Commercial 
1 the Real Estate Board, aud the Iroquois 
club. 

The law was passed May 29, 1889, after a 
hard fight. Its principal provisions are for a 
channel in the valley of the Desplaines River 
of a capacity of 600,000 cubic feet of water a 
minute, and of not less than 160 feet wide 
and eighteen feet deep, throagh 
the territory of rocky stratum. 
In earth it provides for a channel of a ca pa ei- 
ty of 300,000 cubic feet, to be enlarged pro- 
gressively with the growth of population, on 
a basis of an increase of 20 000 cubic feet fo 
each increase of 100,000 0 in 
pores in excess of 1,500,000 people.

Judge Brown held that the creation of a 
preference did not of itself constitute an as- 
signment, The preference, he said, that the 
law declares void is a preference in connec 
tion with a voluntary assignment. A debtor, 
so long as he does not make a voluntary as- 
signment, may lawfully prefer a creditor or 
any num der of creditors. A debtor may con- 
fer property directly to one creditor or to any 
num ber of creditors in payment of a debt, 
and thereby, in effect, give a preference, so 
long as he does not make a voluntary assign- 
ment, And the mere creation of such a pref- 
erence does not of itself constitute an assign- 
ment which the County Court is authorized to 
take jurisdiction of. 

„While no prescribed form of instrument is 
essential to make a valid assign ment, said 
the Judge, “nevertheless, the instrument to 
be an assignment must by its terms create a 
trust in the p 2 conveyed for the venefit 
of creditors. Supreme Court has not yet 
given its sanction or approval to the interpo- 
lation of parole averments, with mortgages or 
commercial securities, for the purpose of 
changing their character from securities, from 
bona fide indebtedness, to deeds cf assign- 
ment, and to permit s a rule to obtain ap- 
proval i in the county courts would not only in- 
augurate ap wog! and unauthorized rule of 
practice, but would give a dangerous degree 
of uncertainty to all commercial transactions 
based on the us and ordinary methods of 
securing loans and indebtedness.
